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A Protest Against the Action of 
the House of Representatives in 
Concurring with the Resolutions 
of the Senate to Kaise Kevenue 
and Appropriate Money in Vio- 
lation of the Constitution of 
Georgia. 


Whereas, on the recommendation of His 
Excellency the Governor, the Senate did, 
on the 20th ult., adopt certain resolutions 
to re-enact the Tax and Appropriation 
Acts of 1869, and the same having been re- 
ported to this House for concurrence, were, 
on motion, adopted as a whole, without 
amendment; therefore, 


House of Representatives, do most respect- 
fully protest against the said action, and 
request that this, our solemn protest, may 
be entered upon the Journal of this House. 
We protest in the name and behalf of the 
people, for the following reasons: 

1. The Constitution of this State re- 
quires that “all bills for raising revenue 
and 1 money shall originate 
in the
